It has now been learned that the activities of the M U.£. Se rvic e and 
Shinning Corporation ", of 211' fifth Avenue, New York, K.Y., described in 
Circular Memorandum of November 19, 1943, will te resumed; in fact, ex- 
cept for delays and difficulties due to the wcr and to transport obstacles, 
the firm has maintained some transfer of goods, irregularly, throughout 
the war.. It is now prepared to expand its service as required, on the 
basis of its exclusive contract with tte Soviet Agency "Ir.tourist".

We are only e service organisation and f.e do not purchase any merchan- 
dise at all for our customers. The senders of the packages buy ;vhst- 
ever they wish _to send in the way of clothing, food, medicines end 
notions end bring it to our office where it is packed for shipment. 

They must bring with them the itemized bills for each article which 
they wish to send, as we collect the Soviet customs fee here in this 
country and cable il""to the authorities in the 'J.S.S.Ft. In the case 
of foodstuffs we ask that 'they be in hermetically sealed cans so that 
there will be no danger of spoilage in transit. Any articles shipped 
out, of course, are . subject to the Office of Economic 'Warfare restric- 
tions in effect at the' time. 

There is a weight limit of 11 Its. gross oer package but a person w.-y 
send more than one package if he so desires. 

We can not, of course, guarantee delivery of the p» ckages shinned 
especially in war time. However, if the sender desires ws can cover 
the package with war risk and marine insurance during the time it is 
on the high seas until it reaches a Soviet port.

Mr. ROPES stated that to the best of his recollection he 
first heard of the United States Service and ^hipping Corporation in 
about the spring of 1943. He could not recall hew he happened to 
hear of the organisation, but stated that his office mad e it a prac tice 

- -to-keep-track of - all“compani'e~ s~in - the~'Uriited _ State~ s wfiich7~ among other 
things, were interested^in sending packages abroad. He advised that 
upon hearing of theafebve company he contacted a person by the name of 
Colonel JOHN _( JAC^^RSYNOLDS,' who was an arny officer stationed in 
New York City, for information concerning the company.
